LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


N«jw  Bedford  Standard  of  January  31  states  as 
follows : 

"Trading  in  Eastern  raw  cotton  markets  went  forward 
i*  very  moderate  volume  during  the  post  week,  with 
both  the  buyers  and  the  sellers  disposed  to  mark  time 
a$d  await  developments.     Prices  held  nominally 
unchanged  and  actually  did  chenpe  hardly  at  all  from 
those  prevailing  a  week  ago.     Shippers  were  still 
inclined  to  shads  nominally  quoted  levels  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  firm  bids  when  these. were  available, 
but  there  seemed  less  selling  pressure  this  week  than 
there  was  a  week  ago.     Buying  was  mostly  i-n'small  lots 
seldom  exceeding  500  bales  and  more  often  considerably 
less  than  100  bales  each. 

"The  demand  for  Egyptians  has  disappeared  for  the 
moment  but  the  quotations  for  Sake liar id is  remained 
very  firm  at  37-1/2  to  38-1/2  cents  for  medium  .grade. 
Egyptian  uppers,  quoted  usually  at  27-1/2  cents  for 
medium  grade,  wer©  available  as  low  as  27.  ceats,  but'  ■ 
even  at  that  figure,  virtually  three  cents  u$der  the 
price  of  American  Peeler  cotton  of  similar  spinning 
value,  there  was  very  little  buying  interest  developed .
